Schuman exposes just how 
Novosty—as an extension of the 
Soviet KGB in the form of its 
ideological subversion arm—serves 
the relentless and unchanging goals 
of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union.

WASHINGTON—Stolen CIA 
documents and a negative image of 
clandestine activities pose a ‘‘serious 
threat to the nation’s well being,” a 
former deputy CIA director and a 
congressman charged recently. 

In a news conference sponsored 
by the American Conservative 
Union, Lt. Gen. Daniel Graham 
and Rep. Steve Symms, R-Idaho, 
called for congressional hearings on 
recent ‘‘breaches of national 
security” in the CIA. 

Major cutbacks in CIA personnel 
by the Carter administration last 
year were cited as a major cause in 
the decline of intelligence capabilit- 
ies.

was in a state of flux caused by the

able disease inocculated into him in 
a Congo prison by the African 
“‘brothers”’ as a sign of their gra- 
titude for his far too active work 
towards Sovietization of the young 
African state, ‘‘independent’’ for 
the decadent West, but destined by 
-the Kremlin theoreticians to become 
a part of the Soviet empire. 

In May, 1963 another African 
country—Kenya—expelled another 
‘Journalist”’-spy, an employee of 
Novosty Press Agency, whose name 
was diplomatically not even men-_ 
tioned in the Kenya press. In March, 
1966 Kenya had to expell another 
Novosty-KGB man, this time his 
name was known to the media— 
Youri Kuritsin,

gence needs, today it is in a state of 
disarray, and this is causing a seri- 
ous threat to our national weil 
being,’’ Symms said. 

Graham said that the sale of a 
manual describing the capabilities 
of a key U.S. spy satellite to the 
Soviet Union was a “major blow to 


our ability to monitor Soviet 
compliance with any arms limitation 
treaty.’” 


The manual was sold to the Sov- 
iets last February in Greece by 
C.LA. clerk William Kampiles for 
$3,000. Kampiles, 24, was recently 
convicted and sentenced to 40 years 
in prison. 

“The Soviets would have paid 
millions for that manual,”’ Graham 
said. “They now know the capa- 
bilities of the spy [satellite] so they 
can avoid verification funder the 
SALT treaty].”” 


KGB Step Up Activites 
Throughout Southeast Asia

Non-communist Southeast Asian 
governments have been genuinely 
concerned about a marked increase 
in Soviet intelligence activities in the 
tegion. 

Early this month, Philippine 
martial faw President Ferdinand 
Marcos tabled at the provisional 
pro-government National Assembly 
in Manila a bill attempting to curb 
seditious ‘‘propaganda,” banning, 
among other things, foreign financ- 
ing of local political activities in the 
country. 

However, because of its failure to 
monitor the movement of so-called 
“diplomats and officially accredited 
journalist’ from ithe Soviet bloc, 
the new measure will hardly affect 
the local KGB. In the immediate 
past, observers recalled, a number 
of Russian ‘‘diplomats’ and 
“journalists’’ stationed in Manila 
were exposed as KGB operatives. 

The Kremlin has used the tactic of 
“cultural exchanges’? to subvert the 
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pro-U.S, Buddhist kingdom of 
Thailand. This past July, Thai 
Foreign Minister Uppadit Pachari- 
yangkun declared that ‘‘despite 
Tepeated persuasion’ from Soviet 
diplomats, his government ‘‘does 
not think it necessary to sign a 
cultural agreement with the Soviet 
Union.” 

The ‘“‘suggestion’’ to open 
cultural ties between the two coun- 
tries were made by the: Soviets in 
1976. But, the Bangkok National 
Review reported, ‘no agreement 
has been reached because the Soviet 
Union refused to let Thai authorities 
search members of its cultural 
groups before entering the county 
for security reasons.’’ 

Two weeks ago, immediately 
after presenting his credentials, 
Yuriy I. Kuznetsov, the new Soviet 
ambassador, urged Thai Prime 
Minister Gen. Kriangsak- Cham- 
anand to reconsider the Thai rebuff. 
“Thailand,’? Kriangsak later told 
the press, ‘‘is willing to cooperate if

What Does the CLA Know

The C.I.A. is, unfortunately, 
Teceiving the wrong kind of 
criticism. 


Most of those who attack it do so 
from the left, arguing that it is 
somehow “‘illegitimate'’ for a great 
power such as the U.S. to have an 
intelligence agency at all. These 
critics would simply like the C.I.A. 
to cease to exist---giving the 
Russians and their allies virtually a 
free hand in the world. 

Conservatives, on the other hand, 
usually rise to the C.J.A.’s defense, 
seeing the transparent nonsense 
inherent in the criticism from the 
left. Unfortunately, while the 
criticism from the left is clearly 
wrong, the C.1LA. itself is hardly 
worthy of wholehearted support. In 
its pursuit of intelligence, the C.I.A. 
has been guilty of a very haphazard 
performance. ‘The nation has been 
misled perhaps more often than it 
has been informed. 

In 1974, in secret testimony, the 
C.I.A. calculated that ‘Soviet 
defense spending” might well be as 
low as 6 per cent of the “Soviet 
gross national product,” the same 
percentage which the U.S. was 
allocating. . 

The fact is, as we now know, that 
between 1967 and 1977, the Soviet 
war economy moved from a 1:6 
inferiority vis a vis the U.S. to a 3:2 
superiority. Since the Soviet 
economy is much less efficient per 
worker, the giant leap to reverse the 


lished by the USSR Embassy in the 
USA. His name was Boris Kar- 
povich and he was former deputy 
chairman of Novosty Press Agency, 
Comrade.

While the Justice Department 
persists in its persecution of former 
FBI officials for alleged illegal 
eavesdropping practices - during 
previous administrations, the KGB 
and other Soviet-bloc agents are 
stepping up their espionage ac- 
tivities in the United States. 

American intelligence sources, as 
quoted in the American in- 
telligence sources, as quoted in the- 
Reader's Digest, estimate that “of 
898 Soviet nationals

arrest and prosecution, fully 65 
percent are KGB and GRU of- 
ficers.’” 

But the FBI, by reason of new 
legal restrictions, faltering Bureau 
morale and an understandable 
Teluctance of American citizens to 
cooperate, are not tracking these 
foreign spies as they once did. 

George Hiscott FV, a member of 
the Association of Former In- 
telligence Officers, has put the 
number of ‘foreign adversary 
agents on sfation”’ in the U.S. at 
1,400, not including “their U.S, 
contacts and sub-agents,” and 
others posing as seamen, tourists 
and visitors from Communist 
countries, 

But the U.S. Congress as well as 
Justice and the news media have 
made it clear that if the FBI and our 
other law enforcement agencies are 


Soviet-American strategic ratio can 
only have been made by, as Lev 
Navrozov, who left the Soviet 
Union in 1972, notes, “‘paying, say, 
a Soviet doctor a weekly salary 
which bought (as- of 1974} one 
American umbrella (costing $1.90 in 
New York) or half an Italian nylon 
raincoat (costing $2.40 in Rome). 
‘Contrary to countless books and re- 
ports of Western correspondents, 
who have been describing Soviet 
prosperits in the 1970s as cheerfully 
as they described it back in the 
1930s, the proportion of consump- 
tion in the Soviet GNP has, even 
according te Soviet propaganda, 
been declining every year since 1929. 
Yet the C.LA. was suggesting in 
1974 that the Soviet regime, allocat- 
ing to civilian production only those 
resources which were rejected for 
military use, had been spending the 
same proportion of its GNP on mili- 
tary purposes as the fabulously 
wealthy, semi-pacifist, consumer- 
oriented U.S.” 


Mr. Navrozov, in an important 
article entitled “What the C.LA. 
Knows About Russia,” which 
appeared in the September issue of 
COMMENTARY, declares that, 
“To make such a suggesion means, 
quite simply to understand nothing- 
about the Soviet economy or the 
Soviet regime and to close one’s eyes 
to what even an American tourist 
confined within Soviet Tourlandia 
could easily find out provided he 
can do elementary arithmetic.”’ 

Finally, in 1976, the C.I.A, told 
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the peak of the Soviet invasion into 
Czechoslovakia, in August 1968, the 
Ottawa Press-Club kindly offered 
its premises to comrade Korolyov to 
organize a banquet in honor of 
another Soviet spy, arriving in 
Canada: “Pravda’’ correspondent 
Konstantin Geivandov. It is not 
known, how successful the com- 
rades were as spies, but Geivandov 
was expelled in 1974, while Korol- 
yov remained and became known in 
the press as a strong ‘“‘critic’’ of the 
exiled Soviet _classic—Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn. The slanderous in- 
situations bo Boris Korolyoy had 
been published both by “solid”?

In 1966, in New Delhi there was a 
youngish, handsome and snobish 
Soviet journalist, a correspondent 
of Novosty Press Agency, named 
Viadimir Simonov, It would be a 
waste of time to look for him at the 
Novosty headquarters on Barak- 
hamba road number 25. There were 
not many reports or publication by 
Simonov in the Soviet press about 
India. No wonder: Vladimir 
Simonov was a KGB officer, whose 
duty was not so much reporting 
from India, as attracting Indian 
public figures and politicians into 
the Soviet orbit. For that activity 
Simonov had to live separately from 
the usual Soviet diplomatic anthill, 
in a spacious bungalow with Indian 
servants and two cars. According to

Since the U.S. opened 40 of its 
ports to Soviet ships in 1972, KGB 
agents posing as seamen have been 
able to ply their trade on American 


‘| soil. In 1976 alone, more than 


25,000 Soviet seamen came ashore. 

Furthermore, in 1977, with the 
Passage of the McGovern amend- 
ment, Communist ‘‘visitors’? were 
allowed into the U.S. without any 
request by the State Department for 
a waiver, 

AFL-CIO head George Meany 
charged that the McGovern 
amendment \permits Soviet agents 
to come t8 {His country th ttie guise 
of ‘trade union representatives’ 
despite the fact that Soviet ‘unions’ 
are not genuine workers 
organizations but instrumentalities 
of the Soviet state designed to 
enforce labor discipline.”’ 

In March 1978 alone, according 

to the Daily World, the official 
publication of the American 
Communist Party, 30 Soviet 
“autoworkers”’ visited Detroit. 
In July 1978, in an all-too-rare 
display of internal security concern, 
the Senate reestablished the curbs by 
passing an amendment offered by 
Senate minority leader Howard 
Baker of Tennessee. 

In the fall of 1977, the New York 
Times dramatically reported that 


the Soviet Union was 
“systematically intercepting the

us that its previous caiculations 
were, indeed, wrong. Yet, how is it 
that the C.LA. was able to make a 
mistake in each of the preceding 
fourteen years? 

Mr. Navrozov argues that the 
C.I.A. has, in fact, been presenting 
to the American people not the 
results of any sophisticated in- 
telligence network but, quite to the 
contrary, has been giving us Soviet 
propaganda figures as if they were, 
indeed, the truth. 


Consider, for example, the chart 
of Soviet ‘‘growth in per-capita 
food consumption since 1965.°° Mr. 
Navrozov compared the C.LA. 
chart with that issued officially by 
the Soviet Union. He discovered 
that, ‘‘The C.I.A. chart was based 
on Soviet propaganda pamphlets 
which we had laughed at in grade 
school and then never looked at 
again (they are available in English

some Western journalists, stationea 
in Deihi at that time, Simonov’s 
methods of ‘“‘recruiting’ were 
primitive, naive and rude. Maybe it 
is true. But by 1975 India was reach- 
ing the peak of anti-Westernism, 
despite the subtlety of the western- 
ers, and possibly thanks to the 
“rudeness’’ of the Soviet methods 
of hand-twisting. Comrade 
Simonov’s stay in India was cloud- 
less all the way til! 1971. Later he re- 
emerged in Canada as a “‘press- 
officer” of the USSR Embassy in 
Ottawa. 

In 1967, Alexei Kazantsev was 
expelled from Ghana for alleged 
espionage. Kazantsev also was serv- 
ing the two bosses—one in APN, 
the other in KGB. 

In 1976, during the ‘‘Expo-67"* 
international exhibition in Mon- 
treal, a number of Novosty Press 
Agency officers were functioning as 
intelligence gathering experts by the 
orders of the KGB. Some of them 
were stationed in the holds of 
“Pushkin’’, the ocean cruiser 
docked in Montreal port, and 
operated a gigantic electronic com- 
plex for overhearing and analyzing 
tele-communications within 
Canada.

At the end of 1967 an employee of 
Novosty-KGB, Viktor Dubograi, 
was assigned to Vietnam. Allegedly 
in Hanoi as a correspondent of the 
APN but according to sources—in 
the so-called “‘liberated areas’’ of 
South Vietnam as one of the ‘‘in- 
structors’’ in intelligence. At the 
very time the Soviet leaders were 
talking about peace and denouncing 
the US ‘war crimes”, the Soviet 
KGB was hurriedly creating a stand- 
by force of mass terror in the image 
of the KGB itself. As it had become 
evident in 1975, the KGB efforts 
were successful. 

On May 5, 1968, in Moscow, an 
employee of the APN by the name 
of Youri Bezmenov was given in- 
structions from a KGB officer 
‘attached’? to him—Eduard 
Sidorov, which is the normal prac- 
tice which every APN journalist 
working with foreign delegations. 
The APN employee was instructed 
to find out from an Indian guest of 
the APN, Mohan Kumaraman- 
galam, to what extent he could 
influence his brother. The brother 
was General Kumaramangalam, 
who at that time was the Chief of 
General Staff of the Indian Armed 
Forces, The KGB was also interest- 
ed in whether Mohan was able to 
influence the Indian Government 
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into purchasing the Soviet-made 
planes—“‘Tupolev” and ‘“‘Iushin’' 
for the state-owned Air-India, one 
of whose directors was Mohan 
Kumaramangalam. APN itself was 
interested in inciting the guest to 
write a book about the Soviet 
Union's “magnificent achievements 
in a historically-short period of 
time”, and for that purpose 
Novosty had spent an enormously 
large sum of money to pay for the 
guest’s free trip in the USSR and 
stays in the best Soviet hotels and 
resorts, 

In June 1968, by the orders from 
the KGB, Novosty journalists were 
trying to find out the answer to one 
question during their talks with 
foreign diplomats and journalists: 
“How would their countries react if 
the USSR “‘actively” influenced the 
internal politics in Czechoslo- 
vakia?’”? Evidently, the KGB was 
satisfied with the ‘‘public opinion 
poll”, for on August 23, 1968, 
Soviet tanks were already crashing 
through the streets of Prague. On 
the morning of August 28, the APN 
collective was saying last goodbys to 
two of their collegues who were 
burned alive when their Army heli- 
copter crashed near Prague. The 
chopper was carrying a load of 
propaganda literature, printed in 
Dresden and disguised as being 
from any organization of Czecho- 
slovakian ‘‘patriots” who were wel- 
coming the Soviet Army invasion. 
One of the APN employees who 
died in the crash was Karl 
Nepomnyashchi, an old-time KGB 
officer. 


This list could go on and on, all 
the way up to this very day, when in 
some of the 130 countries of the 
world some Novosty Press Agency 
employee is being caught red- 
handed doing something ‘‘incom- 
-patible with the status of a journal- 
ist’. The latest case registered by 
the author, was the case of APN 
correspondent Alexander Mache- 
kine, arrested in Japan when he 
tried to buy secret information from 
a junior officer from the US air- 
craft-carrier Midway docked in 
Yokohama. 

These are just a few, probabiy’nov 
the most spectacular or sensational 
instances, illuminating the nature of 
Novosty business. What kind of a 
‘News Agency”’ is it? 

The geographical location of 
Novosty Press Agency is a sort of 
spatial trick: headquarters of the 
APN located at Pushkin Square, 
right behind the ultra-modern 
Rossia movie theatre (or at least it 
was there when the author was 
leaving Moscow in March 1969), 
while the “‘branches”’ of Novosty, 
according to the official Charter, 
are tocated in the capitals and major 
cities of 130 countries of the worid. 
Yet Novosty foreign bureaus are in 
most cases not called ‘‘Novosty” at 
ali—for they are attached to or 
constitute the entirety of the In- 
formation Departments of the 
USSR embassies all over the world. 

Time-wise it is similarly tricky: 
the APN exists simultaneously in 
several areas. One can find within 
Novosty elements of pre-historical 
Communism, war-Communism of 


post-revolutionary era, middle-ages 
with its inquisitions and witch- 
hunts, fascist reich with its own 
Goebelses, something from demo- 
cracy of today’s West, and even cer- 
tain elements of Orwellian-type 
future—the newspeak and remodel- 
ing of history. 

The very name of Novosty Press 
Agency is a beautiful example of the 
newspeak and reminds one of either 
of Orwell’s “Ministry of Truth” or 
Evtushenko’s ‘‘Ministry of Tender- 
ness’’. The fact is, that there is no 
news as they are erroneously and 
non-marxistlike understood in the 
Wesi—as reports about the current 
events. This sort of news could 
easily contradict the prophesies of 
the founders of Marxism-Lenenism, 
and thus give a wrong and totally 
unscientific picture of reality. 

Neither is there any ‘‘press”’ in 
Novosty Press Agency, at least in 
the meaning of the word accepted in 
the West and related to journalistic 
profession. But it does not mean 
that the APN has no press. ‘‘Press is 
the most potent weapon of our 
Party’’, and the Friend and Teacher 
of all the journalists Joseph 
Vissarionovitch Stalin—and he was 
right. In the APN the word press is 
understood mainly as a technical 
term—printing press, or as an 
abstract term in a sentence: ‘The 
Soviet Press is the most truthful 
press in the world’’, a slogan that 
decorates walls of many editorial 
offices in the USSR. 

The only word most relevant to 
the activities of the APN is 
“‘agency’’. To understand better the 


nature of the occupation of some 
500 journalists, 2500 editors and 
copy boys, 1000 typists and secretar- 
ies and close to 3000 technical serv- 
ice staff and auxilary workers; let us 
have a closer look at the semantics 
of this term. According to the Ety- 
mological Dictionary of Russian 
Language by C.P. Tsiganenko, page 
16: 

‘Agency... agent—a trusted 

body, or a person. The word 

borrowed from Germans at 
the beginning of the seven- 
teenth Century A.D. ‘“‘Act- 
ing’’ participal from the word 

“agere’’—any force in nature 

or society, which causes move- 

ment, See also ‘Agitation’ 

Let us see the meaning of ‘agi- 
tation’. The word, as we shall see, 
has a lot to unite the APN with the 
department of Agitation and Pro- 
paganda of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union—Agitprop. The rela- 
tion between the two, the word and 
the department, is not only 
semantic, but administrative as well. 
So: 

“An activity with a purpose of 

political upbringing of the 

masses. From Latin, 

‘Agitatio’ - movement, acti- 

vity. An abstract noun from 

the verb ‘agere’—to excite, in- 
cite, provoke. . .”” 

Now we have got to a very inter- 
esting word—‘‘Provoke”. Let us

how deep this liberationist or 
moralist impulse is in Marx -- it 
infused all his writings and was the 
ultimate motivation for the more 
“scientific”? economic, political and 
social investigations of the major 
later writings such as Das Kapital. If 
this moralist impulse controls the 
science, then the question arises as 
to just how scientific the so called 
“science”? of Marxism is. And if 
Marxism is not a science, then the 
application of this theory to 
political and social affairs will be 
guided’“not by a passion for 
scientific truth, but by an adherence” 
to purposes properly regarded as the 
natural domain of the propagandist. 
If Marxism partakes as much of 
propaganda as it does of science, 
then why should we regard this 
particular propagandistic stance to 
be a better one than any other, ¢.g. 
Christianity, or capitalism or 
fascism? 

The marriage of science and 
propaganda in Marx produces an 
even more virulent mixture, I 
submit, than either false science or 
bad moralism alone. 

Surely one important reason that 
Marx and Marxists want to insist 
that Marxism is a science is this 
desire to preserve the system from 
criticism and from overturn because 
of criticsm or because of unhappy 
results when put into practice in a 
social or political system. Marx 
believes, following the nineteenth- , 
century notion, that if something is 
a science then it embodies necessary 
truths that are not open to criticism 
and revision. If Marxism were 
indeed such a science, then 
criticizing it would be pointless. But 
even the most ‘‘certain’’ sciences, 
such a physics, are now known to 
have a provisional or open 
character, so that if some discovery 
is made in the future that overturns 
even the most basic physical laws, 
such revision can in principle be 
made. (I say ‘‘in principle’ because 
such revisions are not quickly or 
lightly made, but they are not ex- 
cluded @ priori; but Marx and 
Marxists seem to feel that because 
Marxism is a science, basic revisions 
are a priori excluded). So the 
moralism of Marx vitiates his 
science in more than trivial ways. It 
makes the application of Marxism 
in social! or political systems a 
questionable activity because such 
political entities have the power to 
suppress individuals, movements or 
groups that would pose a fun- 
damental challenge to the system, 
and in fact it makes it likely that 
those political entities will take 
special measures to ensure that such 
challenges are not stated, because, 
after ali, they will be held to be 
unscientific and therefore unworthy 
of consideration. 

To sum up this point most briefly, 
the combination of presumed 
science and moral or rhetorical 
passion in Marx, with the rhetorical 
or propagandistic goal over- 
powering: the science, is a perfect 
recipe for fanatacism. 


Marx's Atheism 
In his view of the place and value 


of religion and belief in God, are 
followed Feuerbach. Feuerbach had 
criticized religion as essentially 
‘spiritualistic and as de-naturing 
man; as detracting from man’s 
dignity and value as man. Hence 
religion and spiritualism were seen 
as essentially alien to man; the only 
real being is man himself. 


Seeking man’s dignity or essential 
nature as somehow related to some 
spiritual entity or being or value 
outside of man is thus foreign to 
Marx; in fact Marx and Engels 
argued in the Communist Manifesto 
that religion only helped keep the 
proletariat in bondage. Therefore 
man’s dignity, that is the true 
.development and _evolution _and 
release of man’sdignity, depends on 
man’s becoming free of the bondage 
of religion and spiritualism, such as 
the spiritualism found in Hegel, or 
even that of the ‘Young Hegelians” 
such as Bruno Bauer. Marx 
criticized Bauer for retaining a kind 
of spiritualism, even though he had 
inverted Hegel’s dialectic. Marx 
instead insisted on a material 
development of man and of history 
and society. 


The extent, development and 
nature of. Marx’s atheism need not 
be investigated here because our 
concern is with the final outcome 
and its effect on any concrete 
embodiment of Marx’s ideology ina 
political entity. So it may be entirely 
possible that Marx himself remained 
a believer in some fashion or other 
throughout his life; his 
philosophical effect is to promote 
atheism as a condition for liberation 
of the proletariat from the op- 
pression of capitalism. So Marxism 
became a philosophy of not just 
passive or tolerant atheism, but one 
of militant opposition to theism and. 
religion as barriers to the eman- 
cipation of man from those forces 
which suppress him and his’ 
development. Thus there is in 
Marx’s work itself a strong bias 
against all forms of religion and all 
attempts to search for or ground the 
value of man or man’s activity in 
any kind of theistic or spiritual 
basis. 


Our concern here must be what 
this militantly anti-spiritualistic 
drive in Marx’s work does to his 
conception of the value of the in- 
dividual person or individual man. 
Some critics of Marxism have 
claimed that Marx has no view of 
the value of the individual, but, as 
Adam Schaff argues forcefully, this 
is incorrect. The existence of living 
human individuals is the first 
premise of all human history, Marx 
claims, 


But even though living human 
individuals may be the premise of 
all human history, if one sees that 
history as operating by laws that 
lead to social classes, conflicts 
between those classes, and the 
necessary triumph of one of those 


classes over another, and then the: 


dictatorship of the proletariat, all of 
which Marx believes and indeed 
argues must take place, then that 
human individual with which one 
started quickly fades from the 
scene. However much someone like 
Schaff may want to claim otherwise, 


this trend in Marxism toward 
ignoring the individual, and even 
suppressing him if he gets in the way 
of historical progress, is over- 
whelming. 


Spiritualistic conceptions of man 
in which man’s value is derived 
from or somehow relates to spirit or 
to God have the ability to specify 
the value of the concrete individual 
apart from his place as a producing 
unit, operating in history, which is 
approximately what Marx must say 
the concrete 
Christianity, for example, each 
person is inherently valuable 
because he is, before anything else, 
a child of God. This is not to say 
that actual Christian practice has 
been faithful’ to’this insight: ir fact 


it may be true that it has betrayed it 


more often than it has recognized it, 
especially when it suited the pur- 
poses of some powerful group to 
betray it. But it is significant that in 
such cases one can speak of the 
betrayal of basic principles. In the 
case of Marxist states’ suppression 
of individuals, rather than speak of. 
the betrayal of basic principles one 
can point to the anti-spiritualism of 
Marx and the lack, therefore, of an 
independant concept of the value of 
a person based on his spiritual 
nature, and claim that this betrayal 
of the rights of individuals is exactly 
what one should expect under those 
circumstances, i.e. given the 
ideology, the betrayal of the value 
of the individual in favor of the 
State -- totalitarianism, in short -- is 
exactly what one should expect. 


Schaff, in trying to find a basis in- 
Marxism for reaffirming the value 
of the human individual, reasserts 
Marx’s humanism. This humanism 
is especially apparent in Marx’s 
early writing. This point is correct 
{see above, the discussion of Marx’s 
dual motivation), but not decisive. 
There are two kinds of humanism;

Italy, and Spain under fascist 
regimes) it is because they have 
abandoned their Christian (or 
proto-Christian) insights in favor of 
statism, i.e. the view that the state’s 
value takes precedence over the 
value of the individual as a concrete 
entity ‘endowed by {his} Creator 
‘with ... inalienable rights.” Two 
Western revolutions are startling 
examples of the expression of these 
two different humanisms: the 
American Revolution, based on the 
Deistic humanism of Jefferson and. 
others resulted in a state which, 
whatever its other deficiencies, is the 
least totalitarian and most tolerant 
in the world with regard to in- 
dividual expression and activity; the 
French Revolution, based on the 
more-or-less atheistic humanism of 
Rousseau resulted in the Reign of 
Terror, However much Marxist and 
other atheistic ideologists want to 
argue against and dispute these 
things, they remain as clearly 
factual as are any facts of history or 
of social and political affairs. 
Marx’s humanism follows Rousseau 
much more than it follows Jef- 
ferson.

Certain countries seem to capture 
the world’s imagination for a few 
brief years before receding into the 
background and this has been irue 
of Israel, China, and Tibet. Even 
America was on the list once if you 
go back a bit. 


In Africa, the ‘‘in’’ state was Jong 
Tanzania based on the supposed 
achievements the highly-touted 
governing system practiced there had 
carried out. But with the knowledge 
that these achievements were com- 
posed of words rather than deeds, 
Tanzania has slipped from favor to 
be replaced by its neighbor Mozam- 
bique, a former Portuguese colony. 


A number of American students 
and journalists have now made a 
‘pilgrimage to Mozambique, and 
returned 10 tell of the El Dorado on 
the Indian Ocean. They appear to 
have had the courtesy not to ask the 
sort of unpleasant, penetrating 
questions which they would almost 


certainly ask in their own country. 

The answers to some of these 
questions might have shed light for 
example on why 220,000 former 
Portuguese inhabitants have fled 
Mozambique since its inde- 
pendence, or suggested the where- 
abouts of 240 native opposition 
leaders to Frelimo, the present 
tuling party, or showed why 
Mozambique which has yet to carry 
out land reform needed 20 million 
dollars in U.S. food aid. The Port- 
uguese refugees certainly didn’t take 
the plants with them, 

Just a few such questions might 
create considerable perplexity about 
why Mozambique is ‘‘in.’” 7 

According to a report which 
appeared in The New York Times 
last year, Rhodesian troops crossing 
the border to raid Rhodesian guer- 
illa bases located inside Mozam- 
bique were greeted by the local 
populace as potential liberators. 
Some of these may have been 
members of the RNM, the Mozam- 
bique resistance movement which 
although the government denies ‘it, 
controls much of the countryside. 
Some may also have had friends or 
family members imprisoned in one 
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of the 20 “‘reeducation’’ (read con- 
centration) camps in the country 
sometimes referred to as Frelimo’s 
Gulag. A Norwegian Member of 
Parliament, Paul Thyness, stated 
that there were 100,000 prisoners in 
them forced to labor 12 hours per 
day. . ‘ 


Recently Cari T. Rowan,..an 
American columnist. went to 
Mozambique, and interviewed the 
country’s sexy, American born 
information minister Janet Mond- 
lane. Mondlane, whose politics are 
of the far left, did not mention any 
of this, at least not in the docu- 
mentary which Rowan made for- 
thering the cause of the Rhodesian 
guerillas Nkomo and Mugabie. 
According to Mrs. Mondlane, the 
main problems of Mozambique 
were a lack of. toilet paper, and a 
shortage of soap and wheat.

Undercutting China’s frantic 
effort to woo: skeptical Thailand, 


Vietnam’s Premier Pham Van Dong 
made an unprecedented statement in 
Bangkok. ‘‘We don’t support the 
Thai rebels,”* he asserted. Visiting 
the kingdom on the heels of Dong’s 
trip, China’s Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping scornfully warned, 
“Don’t trust him. Doug is a great 
liar.”". Thereupon Radio-Hanoi 
angrily retorted, ‘The greatest liar 
on earth is Teng Hsiao-ping.’’ 


In fact, telling lies has been part 
and parcel of the communist way of 
life. Teng has lied — because while 


reunification of Korea,” a large, 
bomb-proof underground passage, 
dug through granite rock by Kim’s 
men, was exposed by the U.N. mili- 
tary command.

Recently, 
North Korea’s Kim Il-sung, another 
notorious liar, eclipsed Teng and 
Dong with his ‘‘tunnel story.””

V.G. Krylov left Pyongyang 
without mentioning the tunrel 
affair, Some observers linked 


China’s silence to a discreet meetiag 
in Osaka between Teng and former 
South Koran Prime Minister Kim 
Chong-pil — whom Radio-Pyons- 
yang has called “the pro-Japanese 
traitor.” At the time, Kim was 
visiting Japan at the head of a 148- 
member South Korean friendship 
mission, 


Even if China and the Soviet 
Union felt like echoing North 
Korean lies, they would be hard put 
to do so. For the recently unearthed 
tunnel was not a first one. Two 
other tunnels were disccvered in 
November 1974 and March 1975. 
Tunneling would enable the north to 
infiltrate — as it did 10 years ago 
with a 31-member commando squad 
which reached Seoul—and launchec 
a surprise attack on U.S. and South 
Korean troops from behind their 
lines. 


The U.N, command has collected, 
solid information that the com- 
munists were digging some ten more 
tunnels, Most alarming is that they 
were in no mood to stop digging.

lesson to prevent us from getting 
caught in the same disastrous trap 
we were caught in in the two prece- 
dents. 

According to this columnist who 
is typical of much of this kind of 
thought, our State Department 
yielded to the public pressure at the 
time, became involved in supporting 
corrupt and weak regimes. The end 
result was that the regimes we at- 
tempted to support failed because of 
their inherent evil nature. Our 
support eventually pulled us into 
disastrous wars — the Korean War 
as a result of our China policy and 
the Vietnam War. 

IE perceive that a different scenario 
took place. Admittedly, both 
Madame Chiang and Diem received 
an outpouring of public support and’ 
enormous pressure was put on the 
Siate Department, but the effect 
was minimal. While the career 
diplomats gave lip service to support 
these regimes, they never really 
tried. In the case of China, the 
commitments made by Congress to 
support the Nationalist Chinese 
were never carried out, The Under- 
secretary of Treasury, Harry Dexter 
White, who was unquestionably a 
member of the Communist appara- 
tus managed to block the financial 
aid authorized by Congress that 
might have given financial stability 
to Chiang government and kept it 
from failing, 

In the case of Diem, our State 
Department virtually orchestrated 
his overthrow. First, they forced 
Diem to grant the extremists within 
his country the freedom to create 
turmoil and then used this turmoil 
to discredit him. The final straw was 
withdrawal of support which results 
in the overthrow and assassination 
of Diem. The resulting chaos forced 
the United States to commit far 
greater forces than we had intended. 

In the last forty years, we have 
seen ally after ally sink behind the 
Iron Curtain as a result of similar 
mishandling — Cuba, Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia, all of eastern 
Europe, in addition to China and 
Vietnam. 

The problem is not that our policy 
makers at State listen to the public 
and support unworthy and corrupt 
right-wing governments. The

service to the will of the American 
people they continue to follow a 
program that results in the ultimate 
takeover by Communism. 

If our policy makers and State 
Department would actually change 
their way, and yield to the public 
sentiment generated by Ian Smith’s 
visit, Rhodesia could no doubt be 
saved for the free world and end up 
with true representative govern- 
ment. If we follow historical prece- 
dent of China and Vietnam, our 
State Department will give token 
support of Rhodesia to satisfy the 
public, but will continue their 
Program of undercutting any 
government that is sympathetic to 
the West. The end result will be 
another important gain by the Com- 
munists in their avowed goal of the 
destruction of democracy. 


Will the World Take Note of Chinese Human Rights Violations?

Many Western intellectuals were 
so enthralléd by Communism that 
they refused to believe the stories of 
terror which slowly began emerging 
from the Soviet Union even before 
the death of Lenin. While some de- 
parted from the Soviet bandwagon 
after the Hitler-Sthlin pact, many 
continued to support Stalin until 
Khrushchev, after Stalin’s death, 
-told the world the story of his mass 
murders and other barbarous acts. 


* Only when the Communist regime 


then in power said that it was alright 
to believe the truth about Stalin did 
many in the West reluctantly con- 
sent to do so. 

Much the same appears to be true 
about Communist China. Before 
the death of Mao Tse-tung his ad- 
herents in the West denied the sto- 
ries of mass murder and other depri- 
vations of basic human rights. 
Some, such as Shirley McLaine, 
went to Peking and made movies 
telling us how happy the people 
were to live under Mao’s brand of 
Communism. They - almost uni- 
formly advocated the abandonment 
of Taiwan in an effort to ingratiate 
ourselves to the Communist leader- 
ship. 

Now, with Mao's death, Amnesty 
International has published a 176- 
page report detailing the real status 
of human rights in Communist 
China. Among the findings are 
these: 


*™ Loosely worded laws have 
permitted large-scale imprisonment 
on political grounds, while cate- 
gories of persons described as “<class 
enemies’? have been deprived of 
their political and civil rights on the 
basis of ‘‘class origin’? or political 
background. 

* © Trials either in secret or in 
the form of mass public meetings 
too often have permitted no real de- 
fense. They have not begun until a 
defendant has confessed and their 
main purpose is to announce a sen- 
tence. 

* * Once an arrest warrant has 
been issued, pretrial detention has 


‘too often been unlimited. Certain 


political offenders could be 
punished by compulsory labor with- 
out judicial investigation. Wide 
scope for pretrai! detention has 
allowed authorities to pressure de- 
fendants into confessing before be- 
ing brought to trial. 

* * Detention conditions . often 
fall below standards set by the 
United Nations and Chinese law it- 
self. Psychological abuse, isolation, 
shortages of food and medicine, and 
use of handcuffs and chains have 
been reported. 

Amnesty International declared 
that for 30 years the Chinese Com- 
munist regime has systematically re- 
pressed political dissent, jailing and 
executing large numbers of people 
for their political views. The report 
stated that, “‘The government of the 
People’s Republic of China is, to- 
day, one of those governments 
which, in the.last year, has executed 
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persons convicted of political of- 
fenses.’"” 

Among the specific cases re- 
ported: 

* * Teacher Ho Chun Su was 
immediately executed in February, 
1978, after a death sentence for 
writing and distributing a ‘‘couter- 
revolutionary” leaflet. 

* “ Farmer Teng Ching San vas 
sentenced to 15 years in prison ater 
his 1970 arrest on charges of san- 
dering Chairman Mao. 

* * Tibetan Monk Chamba lob- 
sand received a life term in pison 
after a public meeting in 196C ac- 
cused him of “exploiting the mases 
in the name of religion.” 

Why the world has ignored the 
tyranny of Communism in Chisa 
for so long is difficult to under- 
stand. The fact is that much of ‘he 
adulation of Mao by Westerners ias 
come from those who themsekes 
are racist---and have exhibited nah- 
ing but contempt for the Chimse 
people. The Belgian Sinolagst 
Simon Leys, in his important tock 
CHINESE SHADOWS, notes -hat, 
“Most of the praise bestowel on 
Mao and his bureaucrats by Wester- 
ners comes from people wh» feel 
only contempt for Chinese people 
and who are ignorant of Chinse 
culture.....Maoism has a peculiar 
fascination for some clericil-min- 
ded souls. Those who harbor a cer- 
tain nostalgia for totalitaianisn 
and unconsciously regret the sassizg 
away of the Inquisition ad tle 
Pope’s Zouaves will find in Maoit 
China the incarnation of a nedieval 


dream, where institutionalized Truth 
has again a strong secular arm ta 
impose dogma, stifle heresy, and 
uproot immoratity....Western 
ideologues now use Maoist China 
just as 18th century philosophers 
used Confucian China: as a myth, 
an abstract ideal projection, a 
utopia which allows them to de- 
nounce everything that is bad in the 
West without taking the trouble to 
think for themselves...This starry- 
eyed admiration for all that is done, 
or not done, in China, with no 
effort at critical scrutiny---is it really 
the best service one can render a de- 
spotism that already has too much 
of a propensity to believe in its own 
infallibility...”* 

Life for the Chinese people is 
more squalid than Americans can 
ever understand. Fan Yuan-sen, a 
Chinese Communist pilot who de- 
fected with his MIG-19 to Taiwan in 
1977, reported that, “The 800 mil-. 
lion on the Chinese mainland are 
leading a miserable life which is 
beyond the imagination of foreign 
visitors. Peasants in many places 
lack food and clothes...Many 
people in rural areas are starving. 
They even try to sell their children. 
Unfortunately they often find no 
one is able to buy them....Accord- 
ing to the ‘constitution,’ the main- 
land people seem to enjoy freedom 
of speech, correspondence, press 
and assembly.....Actually, no such 
freedoms exist. 

Communist China has for many 
years been a vast prison---and the 
world has looked away. The U.N. 


which denounces Israel, South 
Africa and Rhodesia, has never 
criticized Peking. Instead, it expel- 
led Taiwan to make way for the 
Communist regime. President 
Carter has applied his “human 


Nicaragua--but not to Peking.

Today in the  self-avowedly 
Marxist countries people are per- 
sonally, politically 
economically unfree, especiaily in 
comparison with the non-Marxist

people to be a philosophy of social 
and economic and personal 
liberation from the perceived 
inequities of or contradictions of. 
capitalist (and sometimes feudal) 
socio-economic systems. Is this 
perceived outcome in the current 
avowedly Marxist states the 
authentic outcome of the em- 


and economic theories as a concrete 
expression in a political institution, 
or has something gone wrong, so 
that Marx’s vision has been 
betrayed? Is it the misappropriation 
of Marxist dialectics and criticism 
by others (e.g. Lenin, Stalin, Mao, 
ro) that

of the results we see in current 
Marxist states, or is there something 
in the work of Marx himself that 
will or is likely to lead to this result 
if it is put into practice? ‘It is my 
view that the latter is true, that the 
current Marxist states, even though 
they may be in important ways 
betrayals of Marx’s hopes and 
expectations, are authentic ex- 
pressions of central features of 
Marx’s work. To put it briefly, the 
central thesis here is that Marx’s 
theories, if put into practice as the 
guiding ideology of a political in- 
stitution, will naturally lead to 
results such as we see in current 
Marxist states, 

This thesis cannot be proved by 
listing the ills of existing states 
because it may be possible that those 
ills are not the result of those states’ 
adoption of Marxism as an 
ideology. Nor will it do to blame 
Marx for every excess committed in 
his name (e.g., the events in 
Jonestown in Guyana carried out by 
Rev. Jim Jones, who according to 
press accounts, was much more of a 
Marxist than a Christian). But if it 
can be shown that important factors 
in Marx’s thought have con- 
sequences that either naturally lead 
to bad results in practice, or that 


there is no way within Marxist’ 


ideology to prevent such outcomes, 
then this will show, I believe, that 
these outcomes are authentic to the 
Marxist theory.

Critique of Marx as Liberationist 


The task here will be to present 
some features of Marx’s work and 
to suggest the way that they will lead 
to inhumane results in practice. An 
it must also be admitted that many 
Marxists would not admit that there 
is a problem, arguing instead that 
the task is fundamentally 
misconceived because it assumes 
that Marxist states are inferior to 
what Marxists would call pre- 
revolutionary ones, when indeed 
(the Marxists would argue) they are 
not inferior but superior. The 
objection would be made that the 
central thesis of this paper denies 
that Marx’s work is a science, and 
that therefore this thesis is im- 
mediately unscientific and therefore 
of no value. But it must be admitted 
that current Marxist societies do 
violate such things as freedom of 
speech, of religion, of publication 
and expression, of travel and 
emigration, and of assembly for 
purposes of criticism of the state, 
and it must be admitted that there 
are serious economic difficulties in 
Marxist states which are even 


to the exi: ter than th onomic difficylt-_ ecomomic, 
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democracies, so that the question of 
some deleterious result for political 
and economic affairs if Marx’s 
theories are put into practice is not, 
inappropriate or fundamentally 
misconceived. Nor will it do to 
claim, as some Marxists would, that 
any attack on Marx’s theory is 
fundamentally unscientific. One of 
the things at issue here is the ques- 
tion of just whether and to what 
degree Marxism is a science, and to 
insist that criticism of Marxism is 
unscientific because it violates the 
scientific nature of Marxism is to 
argue by tautology, and that won’t 
do, even if one claism that somehow 
dialectics vitiates such tautologies. 
If Marxists insist against all argu- 
ment that still Marxism is true, then 
this means that philosophy has been 
abandoned and disagreements can 
be resolved only in some way other 
than argument. 

' This topic will be pursued by 
considering four aspects of Marx’s 
thought or work: the duality of 
Marx’s purpose, Marx’s atheism 
and its effect on the value of per- 
sons, Marx’s mythology of history, 
and Marx’s doctrine of production. 
Each of these four topics is large 
enough to support a treatment of 
Many pages, so they will be merely 
outlined here or treated in relatively 
summary fashion. But, by tem- 
perament ] am more interested in 
the power and truth of basic insights 
than in the detailed working out of a 
position, so this treatment here will 
be, I hope, of value in pointing the 
way toward a detailed account of 
why it is that Marxist states seem, in 
practice, to be so much less than the 


utopias that Marxist theoreticians 
and revoluionaries hope they: will 
be. 


The Duality of Marx's Purpose 

Marx’s work is motivated by and 
infused with a dual purpose. 
Marxism aspires to be a science 
which traces the development of 
capitalism and capitalist economics, 
trying to show that capitalism 
contains within itself the seeds of its 
own destruction. In carrying out 
this more-or-less scientific part of 
his program, Marx gives a tolerably 
accurate account of the economic 
features of the capitalism of his day 
as it existed in Western Europe 
(primarily England, Germany and 
France, with some minor comments 
about the United States). In this 
part of his work, Marx gives insights 
into the relationship between such 
factors as money and production 
for use versus production for profit, 
profits and wages, the interests of 
capitalists versus the interests of 
wage-earners, and so on, and these 
insights “sti to the 
ig. and social situation 


today’s mixed and highly regulated 
economic systems, or at least they 
apply often enough to make Marx 
seem amazingly. insightful and 
prophetic, 


There is, however, a second 
motivating factor in Marx’s work, 
and that is a strongly rhetorical or 
moral tone or emphasis in which 
Marx tries to make the proletariat 
aware of its own misery, using 
emotional and rhetorical language 
and devices. In this aspect of his 
work Marx is a moralist and a 
utopian, arguing that the proletariat 
has the responsibility or duty to rise 
up against its exploitation by the 
capitalists, This purpose and tone 
infuses the Communist Manifesto- 
quite clearly, but it also infuses all 
his other work as well. 


These two purposes exist in 
uneasy altiance in Marx, interfering 
with one another. As a scientist, 
Marx should stay away. from 
moralism, but as a moralist or 
propagandist he is free to produce 
distorted or pseudo-science if that 
suits his propagandistic purposes. 
So we can never be sure that what 
we are getting is indeed science. 
True science has an open character; 
it is always subject to further testing 
and falsification. But it is a very real 
question whether Marxism is open, 
in the minds of committed Marxists, 
to any tests. The recent discovery or 
widespread dissemination of the 
early works of Marx raises this 
question with renewed urgency 
because these writings show just 
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see now what it is exactly the APN 
“‘provokes”’ the masses of people to 
do. A concise Political Dictionary 
edited by A.R: Dobronravova on 
page 5 says: 

“Agitation, verbal and 

printed, is a political activity 

directed to influence con- 
sciousness and mood of the 
masses with the purpose of 
attracting or involving them in 
active participation in solving 
of important socio-political 
and economical tasks. The 
means of agitation: discus- 
sions, meetings, newspapers, 
radio, television, cinema, 
posters, cartoons etc. Agi- 
tation is a sharp and potent 
weapon of political struggle 
between classes and parties.

Now let us see what Mrs. Dobron- 
ravova and Soviet officialdom con- 
siders propaganda. In the same dic- 
tionary, on page 210: 

“Propaganda—is the process 
of explanation, dissemination 
and establishing of political 
ideas, theories and teachings. 
Propaganda has always a class 
character, it is always parti- 
san. Communist Party’s pro- 
paganda is verbal or printed 
explanation and dissemination 
of ideas of Marxism-Leninism 
and of the current policy of 
the Communist Party. It is an 
inseparable part of the politi- 
cal education of the masses. 
Revolutionary propaganda 
was a reliable weapon of the 

Communist Party in the 

period of preparation and 

implementation of the armed 
uprise in 1971 as well as on all 
other consequent stages of the 

Socialist construction. Pro- 

paganda of Marxism-Lenin- 

ism acquires special impor- 
tance in the circumstances of 
sharpening ideological 
struggle and class struggle in 
of international arena. The 

Communist Party of the 

Soviet Union is constantly per- 
fecting the methods of pro- 
paganda. 


As we see, everything is rather 
logical, consistent. and—most 
impertant-perfectly honest; tran-, 
slated from the Soviet Newspeak 
into passable English, the two 
definitions above mean the follow- 
ing: a) within the USSR or any terri- 
tory under Soviet totalitarian con- 
trol, be it ‘‘people’s democracies” 
or ‘‘newly independent countries’, 
APN “‘influences”’ masses of popu- 
lace to accept the conditions estab- 
lished by the Party unquestionably 
and work without strikes or pro- 
tests. Ideologically and economi- 
cally Novosty works within the 
totaliarian camp towards stability 
and preservation of status quo; b) 
“In the international arean”’ i.e. in‘ 
foreign countries which are not yet 
included in the sphere of Soviet 
imperialism Novosty Press Agency 
functions as a factor of destabiliza- 
tion and disruption of social struc- 
ture and destruction of accepted 
moral values through encouraging 
class and ideological struggle. 


It could not be any simpler! Both 
of these functions of Novosty Press 
Agency are evident if one reads the 
official APN Charter carefully, 
translating the paragraphs of the 
Charter from the ‘‘newspeak’’ into 
normal human language.

According to Soviet propaganda, 
it is the laying of eggs and other 
such peaceful endeavors, rather 
than the production of weapons, 
that fills the Soviet economy to 
overflowing. Does the C.1.A. know 
what it is doing? Mr. Navrozov 
argues that, ‘I do not wish to join 
in the currently fashionable game of

publications of the APN stuff, or 
using “‘every possible way’'—i.e., 
bribery, blackmail, corruption, 
drunkenness. 


There is no point in going into 
technical details of the Novosty 
Charter. What is important here, 
and what will be demonstrated in 
further chapters of the book, is: 
despite the masquerade as a “public 
and non-government’, the APN 
can not be anything else but an 
organ of monopoly propaganda, an 
extension of propaganda-subversion 
apparatus of the Party.

The danger of monopoly pro- 
paganda could hardly be overesti- 
mated. A Swiss author Peter Sager 
in his research on Novosty’s activity 
in India arrives at following defini- 
tion of monopoly propaganda: 


“Propaganda is the attempt to 
convince a gregter or lessor 
group of péople'd#-i 
of one’s own opinion (whether 
ideology, philosophy of life or 
religious beliefs) through a 
consciously onesided descrip- 
tion of data or events. It is not 
ily bound to any parti- 
itical regime. In so far 
as it works towards spreading 
opinions by conviction and 
not by force, it is used in 
democratic countries as well as 
by dictatorships. 

As long as propaganda 
represents one opinion out of 
many and accepts or even 
encourages the existance of its 
rivals, its onesidedness is en- 
tirely legitimate. Indeed, pro- 
paganda of this kind provides 
the basis for the free iorma- 
tion of opinion, It promotes 
discussion and is consequently 
a characteristic of democracy. 

But when propaganda 
monopolies the opinion-mak- 
ing function and all counter- 
propaganda is excluled, so 
that in the effect ih expres- 
sion of one opinion provides 
the only source of informa- 
tion—then it is impoing itself * 
by force.

Monopoly propaganda is an 
inescapable characteristic of 
dictatorship.”* 

During more than 17 years of its 
existence the Novosty Press Agency 
clearly demonstrated itself as an 
efficient organ of monopoly propa- 
ganda.

Some Statistics 


The department I started working 
for from the moment of my 
arrival to New Delhi in March, 1969 
was titled ‘‘Press Services’.

By the time I arrived at Delhi, 
Sager’s statistics, were obsolete: 
during the elapsed three years the 
volume of propaganda output 
increased almost ten times. I learned 
about this fact very soon after my’ 
arrival, because comrade Mitrokhin 
assigned to me compilation and 
typing of the monthly reports, 
which we used to send to the Mos- 
cow headquarters of the APN and a 
copy to the Central Committee of 
the CPSU—Agitprop department. 
Already by 1965, as Peter Sager 
mentions, the number of mimeo- 
graphed press materials increased 
three-fold, ‘‘both their quantity and 
content giving evidence of the Soviet 
aim to influence the internal and 
external affairs of India. The 
editorial desks of all political news- 
papers throughout the country are 
flooded with these press releases.’”? 
Peter Sager further describes, 


nal aims” Of very accurately, various types of

Three years later, the Soviet 
commercial counselor in Bangkok 
was declared persona non grata for. 
doing things other than trade. In 
1972, a KGB agent—one of the 105 
“diplomats”? expelled by the British 
government—was posted in Bang- 
kok, triggering a storm of protest. 
In 1976, a former third secretary of 
the Soviet embassy in Bangkok was 
caught redhanded spying in Tokyo 
by Japanese police. i 

“Under diplomatic cloak,’’ the 
Peking People’s Daily charged on 
September 18, 1978, ‘Soviet offi- 
cials collect intelligence, recruit 
spies, study the terrain, buy off the 
people, penetrate student organiza- 
tions and even stealthily show up at’ 
distant places along the coast 
scrutinizing every inch of land,”’ 

During his recent visit to Bang- 
kok, Vietbam’s Premier Pham Van 
Dong tried to pick up where the 


Russians left off. But, Kriangsak’s 
only concession was to release five 
Hanoi spies, convicted of undermin- 
ing Thai internal security. 

Two of them were arrested in 
Ubon Ratchani and Udon Thani, 
provinces while attempting to sabo- 
tage airbases installations in 1972, 
The remaining three, found floating 
last year in the sea off southern’ 
Thailand, were identified as phony 
refugees on a spying mission to aid 
Thai communist insurgents. 

Hanoi ‘has never acknowledged 
sending saboteurs and spies into 
Thailand. Last week, a Vietnamese 
spokesman finally admitted, ‘As 
soon as the prisoners are released, 
they will be sent back to Hanoi by 
air.’ 

And now, Moscow and its Hanoi 
surrogate want Bangkok to 
acquiesce to their plan of sending 
saboteurs and spies into Thailand 
“by air.” 
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There is considerable irony in President 
Carter’s current pique over the poor per- 
formance of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Inasmuch as the President con- 
tributed substantially to the agency’s 
deficiencies, one wonders whether he will 
now draw the appropriate conclusions. 


Mr. Carter boosted himself into the 
presidency partly by decrying past CIA 
mistakes and embarrassments. In place of 
the old emphasis on cloak-and-dagger 


spooks and covert activities, Carter 
promised a sanitized intelligence operation. 
Technology - satellite reconnaissance, 


electronic sensors, Computers and Xerox 
machines - would move intelligence 
gathering out of the back alley and into the 
new morality, or so Mr. Carter suggested. 


It didn’t take the President’s appointed 
CIA Director, Adm. Stansfield Turner, long 
to signal the new direction. Early last year, 
Turner dismissed 820 offices of the agency’s 
clandestine service: an act which shattered 
morale in an agency already dispirited by 


And Now 


We would like to believe that President 
Carter has kept an open mind about his 
announced policy of withdrawing all 
American ground forces from South Korea. 
Regrettably, we see few signs that such is 
that case. 

Time and events now challenge the 
wisdom of the withdrawal strategy. Con- 
sider the U.S. Armiy’s current reassessment 
of North Korea’s military strength. The 
Army now finds the North Koreans are 
fielding as many as 41 divisions instead of 
the 28 previously identified. North Korean 
tank strength is now put at 2,000 - double 
the number estimated in 1974. And the 
North Korean air force remains a third 
larger than that of South Korea. 

Significantly, this new appraisal of North 
Korea’s forces reflects the first intensive re- 
evaluation of that country’s military in 
several years. It’s a telling measure of just

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blistering public criticsm and humiliating 
leaks of CIA secrets by self-serving members 
of Congress. 

The fruits of all this cannot have been a 
surprise. The CIA failed to warn of the pro- 
Soviet coup in Afghanistan. The agency 
completely misread the deteriorating 
situation in Iran. And, there has been a 
damaging breakdown in the CIA’s own 
internal security, 

Mr. Carter’s ill-advised assent to Turner’s 
request for greater control over Defense and 
State Department intelligence operations 
has, presumably, exacerbated these fail- 
ures. After all, three differing intelligence 
assessments are preferable to one that is 
wrong. 7 

The President has sent a sharp note of 
complaint about these blunders to Turner, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
National Security Affairs Advisor Zbigniew 
Brzeninski. How much better if Mr. Carter 
had critiqued his own role in the dangerous 
deterioration of this country’s intelligence 
operations. 


Korea? 


how poorly prepared Mr. Carter was to 
make his 1977 decision to withdraw the last 
remaining U.S. Army division in phases 
over a four or five-year period. 

Reps. Samuel S. Stratton and Robin L. 
Beard, both members of the House Armed 
Services Committee, have urged to 
President to suspend the troop withdrawal 
schedule long enough to permit Congress to 
study the new intelligence estimates and 
determine their potential significance. The 
Stratton-Beard recommendation is ob- 
viously sound. 


A suspension would still leave Mr. Carter 
free to resume the withdrawal if Congress 
decided that the danger of a North Korean 
invasion would not thereby be heightened. 
Weighed against the danger of renewed 
hostilities on the Korean peninsula, the case 
for suspending the withdrawal is clearly 
overwhelming. 


, A Theocratic Iran 


The main losers in a Khomeini-inspired 
government, if the religious leader’s own 
sermons are any indication, will be religious 
minorities such as Christians, Jews and 
Bahais who live in Iran. The Ayatollah has 
condemned such groups for “‘distorting’’ 
the teachings of the Koran and he has railed 
against the Jews for trying to take over the 
world. We suspect that these groups will be 
severely curtailed and perhaps suffer wide- 
spread and ugly pogroms. 


Women will also-suffer, expecially those 
who have achieved some measure of inde- 
pendence from the orthodox Muslim at- 
titude towards women. It will be hard for 
newly liberated women to suddenly go back 


to wearing the veil, to virtual slavery and to 
silent submission to the men. 

Iran would not necessarily turn toward 
Marxism under Khomeini. But Iran’s cutoff 
of oil to Israel and South Africa will never- 
theless advance Soviet gains throughout the 
world. 

If Iran cuts back on its military as 
Khomeini promised, the Soviets and their 
proxies will be able to blackmail Iran and do 
whatever they want to do in the Middle 
East, regardless of how anti-communist the 
Ayatollah’s followers are for religious 
reasons, The Soviets don’t care if Iran is 
religious, just so long as it is weak and 
isolated, which it is likely to be under theo- 
cratic rule. 


Wires Ignore National Lawyers 
Guild Ties to PLO

WASHINGTON - Reporters for 
the AP and UPI have fallen victim 
to the terrorist PLO’s propaganda 
war in the U.S. A recent Middle- 
East report of the National Lawyers 
Guild (NLG) accusing Israel of 
violating the rights of Palestinians 
was handled by the wires as though 
it was an objective study issued by a 
respectable and responsible 
American legal organization 
Ignored was the PLO money which 
made the report possible and the 
extreme far-left nature of the Guild. 


PLO involvement in the 
production of this report is so 
blatant that the Justice Department 
is investigating whether members of 
the NLG should have registered 
with the U.S. Government as agents 
of the PLO. The investigation 
follows disclosures made at a recent 
Guild news conference announcing 
the release of the report. 
Responding to press questions 
about funding for the Guild’s work, 
a Guild spokesman acknowledged 
that the PLO initiated the Middle- 
East visit and paid their living 
expenses in Beirut, Lebanon in 
1977. 


Immediately afterward, a 
dissenting member of the Guild’s 
Middle-East delegation held a news 
conference to denounce the report. 
Howard Dikstein charged that 
“the Guild his been manipulated to 
serve the political objectives of the 
PLO to obtin a human rights 
report from a responsible legal 
organization, :ondemning Israel in

absolute terms in order to discredit 
it in American opinion.” 


AP and UPI fell victim to this 
political manipulation and also to 
the fiction that the NLG is a 
responsible group. In stories carried 
by the wire services, no mention is 
made of the financial arrangement 
between the Guild and the PLO. 
Both report that the lawyers were 
“*guest”’ of the PLO and UPI adds 
Dickstein’s charge that the report 
was “‘influenced’’ by the PLO. But 
Dickstein said much more than that. 
He said that the work in LEBANON 
was “‘completely subsidized” by the 
PLO. 


Guild ties with the Soviet-backed 


PLO are nothing new. In 1970, the - 


Guild sent a delegation to the 
Congress of the International 
Association of Democratic 
Lawyers, which was recently labeled 
by the CIA as ‘‘one of the most 
useful Communist front 
organizations at the service of the 
Soviet Communist party.” The 
Congress passed a resolution in 
support of Palestinian terrorism. 
The Guild’s 1977 convention 
praised the PLO as a national 
liberation movement, supported 
creation of. a PLO state in the 
Middle-East, and condemned the 
U.S. as an imperialist power. 


Despite this background, the AP 
story carried by the Washington Post 
referred to the Guild as simply an 
“American lawyers group” which 
found the American Bar 
Association ‘‘reactionary.”” The 
UPI dispatch went a bit further, 
identifying the Guild as ‘‘left- 
leaning.”*

Tsemel was a source 
‘for many of the charges contained 
jn the report and is now touring the 
U.S: with PLO representatives. She 
_ admitted during the news con- 
ference that she was a membéi‘of 
the Trotskyite Communist party. 

Another NLG member at the 
event, Detroit lawyer Abdeen 
Jabara, was also ignored by AP and 
UPI. Jabara is regarded as the 
Guild’s staunchest advocate for the 
PLO and was an editor of a pro- 
PLO publication. Dickstein 
‘described Jabara as the liaison with 
the PLO and the source of most of 
the Guild’s contacts and in- 
formation that went into the report. 

Many who read the wire service 
stories have probably concluded 
that Israel has been found guilty of 
torturing Palestinians by an im- 
partial group of concerned 
American legal scholars. They 
would have no reason to believe that 
the National Lawyers Guild has
